Fowler left for Paris today 
after a weekend in London.

Hearing Tests On Rock Players I 
Reveal Sounds Are Loud, Clear 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Contrary 
to scientific standards and the 
expectations of older people, the 
up^^-coraing 
generation 
of 
Americans is not going to be 
semi-deaf because of its addic­ 
tion to rock and roll music. 
The older people's expecta- 
tiwis are based on what to them 
is the ear-shattering noise. Dr. 
WUliam F. 
Rintelmann 
and 
Judith 
F. 
Borus, 
who 
are 
auditory scientists, were im­ 
pressed enough to investigate. 
And right away they found a 
solid basis for the expectations. 
Tbe measured noise output of 
six rock and roll groups yielded 
a mean over-all sound pressure 
level of 105 decibels. 


DOCTORAS STANDARDS 
According to the widely used 
American Medical Association 
standards, habitual exposure to 
105 decitels of broad spec:trum 
noise for more than 16 minutes 
a day is likely to' cause a 
permanent hearing loss. 


Rintelmann and Miss Bcrus 
then measured the hearing (rf 42 
rock and roll musicians, on the 
grounds that if my ears are 
damaged by the ruckus they 
would have to be the ears of the 
men who make it. 
The 42 had been exposed to 
105 “hard rock” decibels for an 
average of 11.4 hours a week 
for an average of 2.9 years. By 
the AMA standards all should 
have shown marked hearing 
loss. 


FINDINGS DIFFER 
But the hearing of all but 2 of 
the 42 was normal, and the 
scientists could only report to 
an AMA technical journal that 
the expectations of older people 
are Ul-founded and the scientific 
standards are inexact

Mountain Weighing Could 
Help Find Future Quakes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Scientists are “we^hing” the 
mountains of California and 
Alaska. 
For a scales they are using a 
gravimeter, an accurate device 
for measuring differences in the 
pull of gravity at different 
places on the earth’s surf ace. 
Variations in the force of 
gravity arc caused by a number 
of thi^s, including variations in 
the kind 
rock in the planet’s 
crust. Thus the gravimeter’s 
data provide clues to the un­ 
derlying geology of the regions 
where the messurements are 
made. 


In th Califomia-Alaska moun­ 
tain weighing project, which 
should be completed by 1970, the 
U.S. Geological Survey is work­ 
ing with the California Divisicn 
of Mines and Geology, the Army

Today, their rolling hills in 
Upper Lucas Valley are grazed 
by 36 head of feeder cattle and 
35 head or Tocafrv owned riding 
horses. 


Six of the drop calves were 
started on bottles, bringing 
problems to the novices. First,1 
there was the teaching them to j 
drink from the bottle and later 
having to teach them again 
to take nourishment from a 
bucket. Now they are so tame 
they object to being forced on­ 
to open range. 
Approximately 150 people of 
Lucas Valley are involved in a 
horse project on the A Bar D 
along with horses being board­ 
ed for most of the neighbors. 
“ Most children can walk from 
their houses to the barn,” said 
Dorothy. 


PLANS CALL for the cattle 
to be sold as fat steers in the 
spring with any profit realized 
being put aside for the chil­ 
dren's education. They then 
hope to begin over again but 
without the drop calves, just 
feeder Herefords or Holsteins. 
It didn't take long for the 
husbands to become involved 
with 
the 
cattle 
operation. 
From a beginning of knowing 
absolutely nothing about the 
venture they now carry out the 
dehorning and branding opera­ 
tions. The women give the 
shots and do the worming. 
Why do they work long hours 
shoveling 
and 
w h e e l i n g 
manure, hauling hay (they got 
lost in a hay field on one trip), 
ride the hills checking their 
livestock and leave their lovely 
homes for the workaday world 
of cattle? “ It's better than 
being

Throughout the nation high 
school seniors are beginning to 
give serious thought to college 
admissions. The decision on 
which college to attend can be 
most important to a student’s 
success. 
Colleges 
have 
dif­ 
ferent. 
personalities 
and 
re­ 
quirements as do the various 
students. 


How 
does 
one 
determine 
which college is best suited for 
him? First of all. there are 
many colleges which may be 
suitable for any one individual.1 
It is not a good idea to settle 
on a single choice as the only 
college to attend 
A student 
may prefer one college but he 
should 
broaden 
his 
choices 
with the understanding that a 
college cannot normally admit 
everyone who meets its basic 
requirements. 


A STUDENT should first sit 
down with his parents and 
guidance counselor in order to 1 
list his qualifications, interests 
and 
n e e d s . 
Consideration 
should be given to high school 
average, c l a s s placement, 
participation 
in 
extra 
cur­ 
ricular activities, number of 
course units, and the courses 
which have 
been 
t a k e n . 
Colleges often consider such 
things 
as 
a 
constant 
im­ 
provement over the years as a 
positive factor even though a 
student's overall average may 
be somewhat, low. 
Next, 
the 
student, 
should 
decide the type of college pro­ 
gram he would like to pursue, j 
Some students can be definite 
in choosing law, medicine or 
engineering while others may 
have to be more flexible and 
make a final decision later in 
their careers. 
Further decisions are needed 
as to location, finances, size of 
school, cultural activities and 


academic atmosphere. 


ONCE A STUDENT has clar­ 
ified in his mind the kind of 
school which meets his inter­ 
ests and qualifications, he is 
in a position to survey the 
many available colleges. Col­ 
lege catalouges. books on col­ 
lege profiles, and the guidance 
counselor are important re­ 
sources. Many colleges send 
representatives 
to visit 
the 
various high schools in order 
to talk with prospective stu­ 
dents. 


When the field is narrowed 
down, it is helpful to visit 
several campuses or talk to 
someone who has attended the 
particular colleges. You might 
find someone who has attended 
the college on your high school 
staff or among your neighbors 
and friends. 


IT IS IMPORTANT 
that a 
student make his own decision. 
Of course, he should be guided 
by parents and counselors. He 
must consider most carefully 
and seriously the opinion of his 


parents. They must alscMfon- 
sider their child's desirefTand 
needs. Differences should be 
worked out. Compromise and 
understanding will solve^rflost 
problems.

A STUDENT should first sit 
down with his parents and 
guidance counselor in order to 
list his qualifications, interests 
and 
n e e d s . 
Consideration 
should be given to high school 
average, c l a s s placement, 
participation, 
in 
extra 
cur­ 
ricular activities, number of 
course units, and the courses 
which have been 
t a k e n . 
Colleges often consider such 
things 
as 
a 
constant 
im­ 
provement over the years as a 
positive factor even though a 
student's overall average may 
'be somewhat low. 
Next, 
the 
student 
should 
decide the type of college pro­ 
gram he would like to pursue, j 
Some students can be definite 
in choosing law. medicine or 
engineering while others may 
have to be more flexible and 
make a final derision later in 
their careers. 
Further decisions are needed 
as to location, finances, size of 
school, cultural activities and 


academic atmosphere. 


ONCE A STUDENT has clar­ 
ified in hi.<! miiid the kind of 
school which meets his inter­ 
ests and qualifications, he is 
in a position to survey the 
many available colleges. Col­ 
lege cataiouges. books on col­ 
lege profiles, and the guidance 
counselor are important re­ 
sources. Many colleges send 
representatives to visit the 
various high schools in order 
to talk with praspective stu­ 
dents. 


When the field is narrowed 
down, it is helpful to visit 
several campuses or talk to 
someone who has attended the 
particular colleges. You might 
find someone who ha.s attended 
the college on your high school 
staff or among your neighbors 
and friends.

Sewers Outrank Schools 
On Voters' Priority List 


The voters' verdicts on bond issues 
in last Tuesday's elections — in which 
Tamalpais High School District school 
construction and Novato street bonds 
were among the losers — gave some 
rather broad hints that Californians 
are establishing a sort of priority list 
for public spending. 
Schools, it appears, do not rate very 
high on the list. 
Besides rejecting a $250 million 
state bond issue for college, university 
and big-city high school construction, 
California voters turned down seven 
local 
school 
bond 
issues 
totaling 
$75,700,000, while passing only three 
totaling $29,120,000, according to a 
Wall Street Journal tabulation. 
The winners were a $17,500,000 
issue in Fresno, a $5 million issue in 
Oak Grove District, Santa Clara Coun­ 
ty, and a $6,620,000 issue in Modesto. 
This last one has perhaps a little ad­ 
ditional local interest because the 
Modesto superintendent is Bert C. 
Corona, former superintendent of San 
Rafael schools. It passed on the fourth 
try, 
after 
failing 
to 
muster 
the 
necessary’ approval three times within 
two years. 


THOUGH SCHOOL BOND issues 
fared badly, voters gave high priority 
to 
sanitation issues — indicating, 
perhaps, a growing awareness of the 
necessity to stop defilement of our en­ 
vironment. 
Three big sewer bond issues in 
California all passed; none failed. Los 
Angeles approved a $16 million sewer 
project, and sewer issues totaling 
$6,300,000 were approved by voters in 
San Jose and neighboring Santa Clara. 
Air pollution and traffic congestion 
do not seem to worry Californians so 
much, though. At least, they are 


averse 
to underwriting vast 
bond 
issues for rapid transit in the hope of 
reducing those twin evils. 
In the biggest bond issue put before 
voters 
this year, 
citizens 
of 
Los 
Angeles turned down a $2.5 billion 
(that’s right — billion! rapid transit 
project. More than half voted for it, 
but it required 60 per cent to pass. 


ST.4TEWIDE, according to the Wall 
Street Journal’s tabulations, Califor­ 
nians rejected $3,354,585,000 in 13 
bond issues, while 
approving only 
$52,420,000 in six — the three school 
bond is.sues mentioned and the three 
sewer bonds. 
Nationally, reported the Wall Street 
Journal, about half the dollar volume 
of some $9 billion in bonds put before 
the voters WTre approved. This, the 
Journal commented, “marked a sharp 
departure from the average 73 to 77 
per cent of bond issue dollars approved 
in the years 1964-67.” 


SCHOOL BONDS (perhaps because 
there are so many of them) have not 
fared well for some years. But they did 
worse than usual this month. 
A prime reason may be the campus 
unrest at eoileges and universities, 
now' slopping dow-n into the high 
schools. 
The fact that school administrators 
are unwilling or unable to control their 
schools has nothing to do with the 
need for facilities. But one highly 
educated 
Californian, 
closely 
con­ 
versant with the situation, probably 
put the case for millions of his fellow' 
voters when he said: 
“Voting ‘no’ on the bond issues is 
the only way we have to let the school 
people know we disapprove of the w ay 
they are doing their jobs.” 


Error On Cluster Plan Cost 


We are informed that the figure of 
$11 to $12 mñlion, talked about at a 
San Rafael Board of Education meet­ 
ing in connection with a “c l u s t e r 
campus” high school plan, would in­ 
clude a third high school as well as 
remodeling of the present San Rafael 
and Terra Linda high schools. 
The third high school alone, how­ 
ever, would cost far less^— whether on 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 
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a “cluster plan” or in more conven­ 
tional form. 
We reiterate our suggestion that the 
board put first things first and proceed 
with planning the third high school. 
Passage of a bond issue to finance it 
would certainly be far less likely if the 
amount were vastly increased by in­ 
cluding the revamping of the present 
schools.

At that time they 
did, and “indirect legislation” 
seemed to be the answer. 
But new occasions teach new 
duties. As p i^atio n grew, the 
Legislature improved in quali­ 
ty 
and

character. At the same time 
ability to get a measure on the 
ballot came to depend on the 
money 
available 
to 
h i r e 
professional 
s i g n a t u r e - 
gathering firms. As based on a 
percentage of the last previous 
gubernatorial vote, the number 
of signatures required 
has 
gone up in California from 
30.848 in 1911 to 520.276 today. 


THERE 
IS 
LITTLE 
op­ 
portunity for “the people,” by 
a spontaneous rising, to gather 
this number of signatures. The 
specialty firms gather them — 
for a price, and for any cause 
sponsored by one who has the 
money to pay. This kind of 
money now Is controlled. 'Wily 
by special interests. 
Among the products of self- 
interested i n i t i a t i v e cam­ 
paigns. aside from Proposition 
9 on this year's ballot, were 


the proposal to outlaw pay TV 
in IM4, the anti-open housing 
amendment of that same year, 
the meat-axe anti-pornography 
proposition of 1966 and the 
shoddy private-moni^ly state 
lottery scheme, also on the 
ba,llot two years ago. 
Virtually all of the recent 
propositions have been self-

were voided by the courts. 
Others have been defeated at 
the polls, but only after bitter 
and costly campaigns. And 
some of these, had they pass­ 
ed. also would probably have 
been found unconstitutiwial. 


STATE FINANCE Director 
Caspar Weinberger proposed 
recently that the initiative be 
taken out of the hands of pro­ 
fessional petition circulators 
by requiring that signatures be 
gathered at county offices in 
the presence of a county of­ 
ficial.

possibility. 
Another, perhaps too drastic, 
IS outright abolition of the in­ 
itiative. A third suggestion, 
one which might merit serious 
consideration, 
is simply to 
outlaw payment of money for 
obtaining signatures on in­ 
itiative petitions. 
Certainly something must be 
doiie to tighten up a system 
which has ceased to serve the 
purpose 
for which it was 
created.

“hold” on Rickover’s develop­ 
ment of a super-quiet sub­ 
marine has been withdrawn. 
The freeze order was vacated 
under 
circumstances 
which 
have prompted some Pentagon 
wits to call the quiet sub­ 
marine “the 'Nixon, sub.’"’ 
A quiet attack submarine, 
employing an electric drive 
and incorporating a variety of 
new undersea devices, has long 
been a central feature 
of 
Rickover’s 
p r o g r a m 
for 
modernizing the U.S. fleet of 
nuclear submarines. Congress 
voted $125 
million for 
the 
vessel more than a ye.ar ago. 


IN 
MAY, 
however, 
with 
about $50 million of the money 
obligated, the department im­ 
posed its hold. The word then 
was that Pentagon experts, un­ 
der heavy economy pressures, 
were restudying the need for a 
super-quiet submarine.

Ruffing a low spade will work 
if West started with precisely 
the doubletcm A-Q of trumps. It 
is roughly three times as likely 
that West started with A-Q-9, A- 
Q4 or A-Q-3 of trumps. To 
provide for these three cases 
South should lead the king of 
spades after being forced to ruff 
a club. 


RLTFS IN DUMMY 
If West covers with the ace of 
spades.
